w inters as fa r 
south as P anam a, yet catbirds m arked 
in northern Ohio cam e back to the 
sam e neighborhood, y ear a fte r year. 
Sometim es they move a few’ rods or 
furlongs, 
bu t 
the 
frequency 
w ith 
which they return to the very spot 
is astounding. 
Oats find their way back to the old 
home across a township, horses across 
a county or two, and dogs have been 
known to pass through several states 
in returning to a beloved m aster, but 
birds iind their way across a conti­ 
nent, and som etim es over a sea as 
well.
